But—last week, in wiping out all 
wage and price controls, President 
Truman wiped out all price and 
wage controls in the building in- 
dustry, too. 
This move—although the govern- 


ment still keeps controls by prior- 
ities on 
scarce 
materials—may 
knock into a cocked hat the aovern- 
ment's efforts 
building costs 
veterans. 
This remains to be seen. Wyatt is 
supposed to tell Mr. Truman this 
week what the outlook is and what 
he can hope to do in carrying out 
the building program. 


When the program 
got 
under 
way early in 1946, with Wyatt in 
charge, he set goals for new homes 
for veterans. Here are his goals 
and what has been done:- 
Goal—1,200,000 
housing 
units 


under construction by the end of 
1946. 
Result—by the end of September, 


807,500 units were under construc- 
tion. So the goal of 1,200,000 
by 
year's end may be missed, prob- 
ably not by much;.. 
. (Wyatt .hopes-to. have a total o 
2,700,000-housing, units, under con- 
struction by the.end of 1947). 


Of the 1.200*000 goal by the end 


of 1946, Wyatt had hoped 250,000 
voiild be pre-fabricated houses. By 
he end of September only 24,900 
were built. Wyatt now is trying to 
get RFC (The Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation), to put up as 
mUch as $90,000,000 to get prc-FAB 
makers—or would-be makers—into 
high speed production. The money 
would go into pre-fab plants. 


(The RFC, not Wyatt's Housing 
Administration, is the government's 
lending agency in a case like this). 
But the RFC, with Mr. Truman's 
close friend, George E. Allen, as 
a director, is balking, doesn't want 
to do it.'The reason it gives: That 
these pre-FAB makers have too 
little money of their own to put up 
in the deal. 


This argument may have to be 
settled by Mr. Truman.

The international Sunday 


School Lesson for Nov. 17 


Scripture : acts 17: 1-7; I Thes- 
alonians 1:2-8 


BY WILLIAM E. GILROY D. D. 
The 17th chapter of Acts tells of 
aul's visit to Thcssalonica and of 
le founding of the church there. 
But the two Epistles 
that 
Paul 
,'rote, I and II Thessalonians, are 
lecpssary to complete tha story. 


Taken together, thc account in the 


Acts and the two Epistles throw a 
;rcat deal of light upon the nature 
and mefhod of Paul's ministry, as 
veil as upon the, conditions under 
which the churches that Paul 
be- 
jan were founded, the character of 
.heir membership, and their dura- 
ion and problems. 
Danger and difficulty beset Paul 
everywhere that he began to preach 
and teach. Jews were roused to op- 
position , when he taught that Jes- 
js was the fulfilment of Old Testa- 
ment prophecy, and this opposition 
oecame persecution. 
Paul's enemies tried to get him 
into trobule with the Roman auth 
orities by accusing him of saying 
that there was a non - Roman king 
one Jesus. These enemies were sc 
successful that Paul and Silas hac 
lo give security to the authorities 


. But Paul and Silas must have re 
turned, for in the Epistles Paul con 
mended the Thessalonians for wha 
they have done to make 
mak 
Christ known in all the region. Ap 
parcntly, the city had been mad( 
accentor, from which to carry 
on 
missionary activity. 
The membership in the church a 
Thessalonica seems to have consist 
ed chiefly of Greeks, and women 
of the neighboring church; at Berea, 
(Acts 17:4), and the same was true 
tholigh rneri ;there are specificaUy• 
mentioned (Acts 17:12). Some Jews 
also joined the Christian group, but 
thc preponderance of Gentiles may 
account for some strange problems 
that arose in the church. 
In'the new company of Christians 
ere evidently some idlers and loaf- 
rs, possibly drawn to the Christi- 
ns by the teaching that one should 
lare with and help his neighbor, 
hese idlers sought to impose up- 
n their more sincere and faithful 
rethren. 
Paul's urging in his First Epistle 
lat everyone should be quietly 
aithful in business, working with 
is own hands, was evidently not 
:nough. for in his second Epistle he 
ilainly says that he who won't work 
han't eat. Perhaps it is for this re- 
son that Paul stresses the 
fact 
hat he supported himself 
while 
here (I Thessalonians 2:9). 
Just how he managed to supporl 


limself while carrying on his trav- 
els and spiritual ministry is 
nol 
clear, but Paul was a superman 
le evidently counted his self - sup- 
port a matter of privilege and pride 
"or Paul believed in a settled min 
stry (I Thessalonians 5:12 - 13), and

In view of the outbreak of

fluenza which is anticipated

month ami next there is widespread 
interest IH the'possibility of prevent- 
ing the disease by vaccination with 
inactivated influenza virus A 
and 
B, which is now available for civ- 
ilian use. 
Infection with influenza virus A 
starts suddenly with fever, 
head- 
ache, dry throat, and generalized 
aching pain, usually 'lasting three 
or four days. 


B • type influenza virus infection 
usually is milder in onset, less se- 
vere in its effect, and shorter in 
duration. 
Neither type can be treated with 
sulfa drugs, penicillin, or strepto- 
mycin. In November and December 
1943, however, the influenza vaccine 
A and B proved successful, in the 
majority of cases In preventing the 
infection.

Hits Respiratory lining 
Influenza virus attacks the lining 
membrane of the respiratory sys- 
tem from the tip of the nose to the 
aottom of the lungs, and the sur- 
face cells are destroyed in the se- 
vere inflammatory reaction. Bowel 
or intestinal "flu" does not actually 
exist, for the virus does not attack, 
the stomach or intestine. 
Outbreaks of influenza start 
at 
approximately the same time every 
two or three years and last about 
iwo or three months. Between epi 
demies no trace of virus can be dis- 
covered in persons ill with infec- 
tions of the respiratory tract. 
in recent years, most of the c 
es have been mild and not compli- 
cated -by pneumonia. 
Influenza virus vaccine A and B 
s -manufactured by inoculating in 
oubated chicken eggs with a small 
amount of virus. Large quantities 
oan .be grown- this way. 
The virus-is treated in such 
a 


that it is harmless while still 
retaining its power to produce im- 
munity when inoculated Into rrinii. 
To vaccinate against influenza, l 
i.e. of Vncclne Is injected under 
the skin. This must be given well' 
in advance of n possible outbreak. 
The vaccine protects for only n 
jhort tiriie, about six months to a 
year, but further protection can be 
developed later by injecting a boost' 
or does of the vaccine. 
. 


Vaccine On Trial Now 
Because the vaccine has not been 


tested under severe epidemic con- 
ditions, and because of the possibil- 
ity of sharp reactions from its use, 
sotne public health authorities hes- 
itate to recommend it. 


This year,, however, it will be us- 
ed on large groups of persons in 
schools, colleges, and industry, to 
prevent loss of time from lllriess. 
Most of our educational institutions 
are so crowded thay would find it 
difficult to care for their students 
should many of them become 
ill 


with influenza at the same time. 


Influenza is a specific 
disease 
caused by virus. Many of the infec- 
tions called "nu" arc not influenza 
at all. 
The proper influenza treatment 


involves bed rest, light diet, plenty 
of water, and analgesic drugs for 
relief of pain. 
Fatalities result from 
complica- 
tions, and it is well that we will 
be able to control this disease in 
the future.

Some objects obstruct the 
assage of the X - rays, while oth- 
rs permit them to go through. . 
The first X - ray examination 
as made by passing X - 
rays 


hrough a hand placed on a photo- 
raphic plate. The bones stood out 
learly from the surrounding fat, 
erves, and skin because they were 
f a different density. 
If contrasts do not exist, they are 
reated to obtain shadows on the 
C-ray film. When the stomach is 


filled with a watery solution of bar- 
ium sulfate, a complete outline of 
the organ is seen. 
Many contrast solutions are used 


today, and most of them 
contain 
some form of iodine, since iodine 
obstructs ihe X - rays. 
X-ray examinations are 
made 
by having the patient stand between 
the X - ray tube and a fluorescent 
screen ( FLUOOPy); the tempor- 
ary image which appe.irs is obser- 
ved in a darkened room by ttie rad- 
iologist. If he wishes to preserve 
the image, he photographs it (photo 
fluorography); this is the method 
employed in making miniature X- 
ray photographs of the chest. 
For permanent full - size records 
the patient is placed between 
the 


X-ray tube and the film: an ex- 
posure is made, and the film 
is 
developed in the same way as is 
any other negative. 


Invaluable Invention 
X-ray diagnosis is not the sim- 
ple taking of pictures which 
are 
characteristic of each disease. 
It 


is a method of study which extends 
the vision of man into all the parts 
of the body. 


Before the X - ray, the study of 
disease was limited 
to changes 
which could be observed on 
the 
body surfaces, or through lighted 
tubes passed into various body op- 
enings, or by inspection of organs 
during an operation. 
X - ray treatment is of great val- 
ue in treating certain infections and 
growths. The action of the X - ray 
is identical with that of radium in 
destroying diseased cells and stim- 
ulating the defenses of the bodj 
In industry the X - ray is used to 
search for foreign materials in pac 
ages, to locate spoiled foods, to un- 
cover structural faults in 
metals, 
and to perform other 
important 
tasks. 
QUESTION: Is high blood pres- 
sure as serious a condition in wo- 
men as in men?

In view of the outbreak of

fluenza which is anticipated

month ami next there is widespread 
interest IH the'possibility of prevent- 
ing the disease by vaccination with 
inactivated influenza virus A 
and 
B, which is now available for civ- 
ilian use. 
Infection with influenza virus A 
starts suddenly with fever, 
head- 
ache, dry throat, and generalized 
aching pain, usually 'lasting three 
or four days. 


B • type influenza virus infection 
usually is milder in onset, less se- 
vere in its effect, and shorter in 
duration. 
Neither type can be treated with 
sulfa drugs, penicillin, or strepto- 
mycin. In November and December 
1943, however, the influenza vaccine 
A and B proved successful, in the 
majority of cases In preventing the 
infection.

Hits Respiratory lining 
Influenza virus attacks the lining 
membrane of the respiratory sys- 
tem from the tip of the nose to the 
aottom of the lungs, and the sur- 
face cells are destroyed in the se- 
vere inflammatory reaction. Bowel 
or intestinal "flu" does not actually 
exist, for the virus does not attack, 
the stomach or intestine. 
Outbreaks of influenza start 
at 
approximately the same time every 
two or three years and last about 
iwo or three months. Between epi 
demies no trace of virus can be dis- 
covered in persons ill with infec- 
tions of the respiratory tract. 
in recent years, most of the c 
es have been mild and not compli- 
cated -by pneumonia. 
Influenza virus vaccine A and B 
s -manufactured by inoculating in 
oubated chicken eggs with a small 
amount of virus. Large quantities 
oan .be grown- this way. 
The virus-is treated in such 
a 


that it is harmless while still 
retaining its power to produce im- 
munity when inoculated Into rrinii. 
To vaccinate against influenza, l 
i.e. of Vncclne Is injected under 
the skin. This must be given well' 
in advance of n possible outbreak. 
The vaccine protects for only n 
jhort tiriie, about six months to a 
year, but further protection can be 
developed later by injecting a boost' 
or does of the vaccine. 
. 


Vaccine On Trial Now 
Because the vaccine has not been 


tested under severe epidemic con- 
ditions, and because of the possibil- 
ity of sharp reactions from its use, 
sotne public health authorities hes- 
itate to recommend it. 


This year,, however, it will be us- 
ed on large groups of persons in 
schools, colleges, and industry, to 
prevent loss of time from lllriess. 
Most of our educational institutions 
are so crowded thay would find it 
difficult to care for their students 
should many of them become 
ill 


with influenza at the same time. 


Influenza is a specific 
disease 
caused by virus. Many of the infec- 
tions called "nu" arc not influenza 
at all. 
The proper influenza treatment 


involves bed rest, light diet, plenty 
of water, and analgesic drugs for 
relief of pain. 
Fatalities result from 
complica- 
tions, and it is well that we will 
be able to control this disease in 
the future.

X-ray diagnosis is 
a study of 
ontrasts. Some objects obstruct the 
assage of the X - rays, while oth- 
rs permit them to go through. . 
The first X - ray examination 
as made by passing X - 
rays 


hrough a hand placed on a photo- 
raphic plate. The bones stood out 
learly from the surrounding fat, 
erves, and skin because they were 
f a different density. 
If contrasts do not exist, they are 
reated to obtain shadows on the 
C-ray film. When the stomach is 


filled with a watery solution of bar- 
ium sulfate, a complete outline of 
the organ is seen. 
Many contrast solutions are used 


today, and most of them 
contain 
some form of iodine, since iodine 
obstructs ihe X - rays. 
X-ray examinations are 
made 
by having the patient stand between 
the X - ray tube and a fluorescent 
screen ( FLUOOPy); the tempor- 
ary image which appe.irs is obser- 
ved in a darkened room by ttie rad- 
iologist. If he wishes to preserve 
the image, he photographs it (photo 
fluorography); this is the method 
employed in making miniature X- 
ray photographs of the chest. 
For permanent full - size records 
the patient is placed between 
the 


X-ray tube and the film: an ex- 
posure is made, and the film 
is 
developed in the same way as is 
any other negative. 


Invaluable Invention 
X-ray diagnosis is not the sim- 
ple taking of pictures which 
are 
characteristic of each disease. 
It 


is a method of study which extends 
the vision of man into all the parts 
of the body. 


Before the X - ray, the study of 
disease was limited 
to changes 
which could be observed on 
the 
body surfaces, or through lighted 
tubes passed into various body op- 
enings, or by inspection of organs 
during an operation. 
X - ray treatment is of great val- 
ue in treating certain infections and 
growths. The action of the X - ray 
is identical with that of radium in 
destroying diseased cells and stim- 
ulating the defenses of the bodj 
In industry the X - ray is used to 
search for foreign materials in pac 
ages, to locate spoiled foods, to un- 
cover structural faults in 
metals, 
and to perform other 
important 
tasks. 
QUESTION: Is high blood pres- 
sure as serious a condition in wo- 
men as in men?
